And now^ Lord^ while we feel our wayward wills 
continually leading us astray^ may we ever value the 
gracious discipline^ by which we are under the law, 
to Christ. While we gratefully acknowledge our de- 
liverance jGrom its curse, may we duly prize its guid- 
ance as our rule. Ever may we draw from the Gospel, 
our best and highest motives for obedience to the 
law. Ever may we aj^ply the Uood of sprinkling to 
all our short-comings m this obedience ; and seek the 
grace of the Divine Spirit, for a more spiritual and 
devoted exerdse.

Beceive our gratefrd thanksgivings for countless 
benefits and blessings. We ma^oify together thy holy 
name for all thy goodness to us, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.

Lord we believe; help Thou our 
imbelief : Lord we repent; help Thou our impeni- 
tence. Create in us clean hearts, O God, and lenew 
right spirits within us. Our nature is averse fromi 
Thee, and from that holiness, without which no man 
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can enter into thy presence. We ftnd a law in our 
members warring against the law of our minds^ so 
that when we would do good^ evil is present with us. 
But we plead the promise of our blessed Ix^rd^ to as 
many as come to him^ and take his yoke upon them^that 
his Spirit shall be in them as a well of water^ to purify 
their corrupt nature^ to nourish them with all good- 
ness^ and to bring forth in them the fruits of a holy and 
religious life, to thy honour and glory. O may this 
gracious promise be accomplished in us, that we may 
be strengthened with all might to contend against the 
enemies of our salvation, and be filled with the know- 
ledge of thy will, in all wisdom, and spiritual xinder- 
staading. May the example of Him who was tempted 
like as we are, yet without sin, teach us to resist the 
Devil, that he may flee from us, and to find in thy 
word and commandments a defence against all the al- 
lurements of this present evil world. Let the same 
nund be in us, which was in Christ Jesus ; who was 
meek and lowly in heart; who came not to be minis- 
tered unto, but to minister; who did not strive, neithei 
was his voice heard in the streets ; who was gentle, 
easy to be entreated, though provoked every day; 
who, when he was reviled, reviled not again, when' 
he suffered, threatened not, but committed himself to 
him that judgeth righteously. Thus may his image 
be formed in us, and our hearts be moulded after the 
pattern which he has left ; that we may be his dis- 
ciples, not in word or in name, but in deed and in 
truth, being redeemed from all iniquity, and purified 
unto himself as a peculiar people, zeadous of good 
works. 

And now, God, we commit ourselves and all 
belonging to us, to thy fatherly care and protection. 
Guard our sleeping hours, O Thou who neither slum- 
berest nor sleepest; and so direct our waking thoughts, 
and words, and works, that each day which passes over 
our heads, may be a step towards thine everlasting 
kingdom, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

and minister to all of them an entrance abundantly 
into thine everlasting kingdom. Give thy blessing to 
our sovereign lady, the Queen ; and so rule her heart 
in thy faith, fear, and love, that she may evermore 
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bave affiance in Thee^ and eyer seek thy honour and 
glory. Teach all our senators wisdom. Make the 
numsters and pastors of thy church diligently to preach 
thy holy word, and the people obediently to follow 
the same. And grant unto all, who are achnitted into 
the fellowship of Christ's religipn, by whatsoever name 
distinguished among men, that they may live in unity 
and godly love. 

We finally ascribe it solely to thy truth and faith- 
fulness, if wehavebeen kept from serious error andfrom 
presumptuous sin ; and though we are not worthy to

We beseech Thee grant unto all missionaries, and 
to those societies and mstitutions, which are labouring 
to pomote the knowledge of thy word, that they may 
patiently continue to sow their seed beside all waters ; 
and do Thou in due season prosper the work of their 
hands, yea, prosper Thou their handy-work. And O, 
Thou that performest the truth unto Jacob and the 
mercy to Abraham, look especially on thine ancient 
people Israel ; take from them their hardness of 
heart, and contempt of thy word; and so bring them 
back, blessed Lord, to thy flock, that they may be 
saved among the remnant of the true Israehtes. 

We desire also to offer our humble sacrifice of praise; 
thanking Thee for our temporal blessings; for the 
lively hope set before us through the blood of Christ ; 
for tny holy word, which still has free course among 
us, and which we find, by blessed experience, to be 
true, from the beginning, and every one of thy righte- 
ous judgments enduring for ever. Grant that we 
may specially take heed to its light in the time of 
darkness now coming on the world ; and that we may 
be found worthy to escape the troubles that shall come 
to pass, and to stand before the Son of Man. 

We, finally, commit ourselves unto Thee this night; 
for Thou only makest us to dwell in safety. May we 
lie down to sleep with the sweet sense that Thou 
dost sustain us ; and, when we wake up, may we still, 
in the spirit, be with Thee, through our gracious 
Kedeemer and Advocate, Jesus Christ. Amen.

Bless the Queen, her Royal Consort, her children, and 
her government: imd may Aose who legislate, do it in 
thy fear, seeking thy glory, and the true welfare of the 
people. 

Through the alone merits and intercession of our 
blessed Lord Jesus, hear these our prayers, and grant 
that we may abound in love towards Thee and thy 
people, and in charity towards all the world. And to 
Thee, O Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, be all praise 
for ever.
